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A  Little  About  Fort  Dodge 

Fort  Dodge  is  celebrating  its  sesquicentennial  in  2000  -  2001. 
Established  as  a  military  post  in  1850,  it  was  originally  named  Fort 
Clark,  but  was  renamed  in  1851  to  honor  Henry  and  Augustus  C. 
Dodge,  father  and  son  U.S.  senators  from  Wisconsin  and  Iowa. 

The  post  was  abandoned  in  1853  and  the  property  was  sold  to 
a  land  company  that  included  the  fort’s  civilian  merchant,  William 
Williams,  who  platted  the  town  in  1854.  The  early  success  of  the 
new  community  was  largely  due  to  land  speculation  in  the  great 
land  boom  of  1855  -  1857. 

The  end  of  the  Civil  War  brought  many  veterans  west  and  Fort 
Dodge  was  incorporated  in  1869.  Two  railroads  were  completed 
making  Fort  Dodge  a  key  transportation  center  and  securing  its 
future. 

Coal  became  a  key  to  local  economic  development  along  with 
abundant  supplies  of  clay,  gypsum  and  limestone.  Fort  Dodge 
became  known  as  “mineral  City.”  Locally  mined  coal  fueled  the  gyp¬ 
sum  industry  which  included  13  mills,  making  Fort  Dodge  report¬ 
edly  the  largest  producer  in  the  world. 

Many  Fort  Dodge  have  made  major  contributions  to  American 
life.  They  included  Governor  C.C.  Carpenter,  Karl  L.  King,  famous 
band  leader  and  march  composer,  Walter  Howey,  noted  Hearst 
newspaper  editor,  Adelaine  Swain,  women’s  rights  leader, 
Confederate  General  Lewis  Armistead  who  lost  his  life  leading 
Pickett’s  Charge  at  Gettysburg,  Frank  Russell,  Arctic  explorer  and 
anthropologist,  Hartzel  Spence,  author  of  One  Foot  in  Heaven,  a 
novel  about  Fort  Dodge,  Thomas  Haggen,  author  of  Mister 
Roberts,  and  Lorenzo  Coffin,  philanthropist  and  humanitarian 
know  for  his  work  in  prison  reform  and  railroad  safety.
